We didn't 
realize it until we got there." 


Olga Soltesz. 17, had similar 


thoughts in Orlando, Fla. "It's 
completely different from the 
United States. I thought Peking 
would be a minature Chicago 
but there were no cars, only a 
few buses and everybody rode 
bicycles," she said. 


"I hope the people of both 


countries can come together, 
because they are just as nice as 
any other human beings," she 
said.

The result can be a loss of a logical

Taft even had 
his own version of the Nixon federal 
revenue sharing plan. His idea was to go 
at it the other way around by having the 
federal government give up certain 
sources of taxation and let the states 
collect these taxes instead. 


The need to cut through political 


labels to reach a consensus for action 
perhaps is nowhere as important as'in 
the field of welfare reform. 


In California, Gov. Ronald Reagan 


has outlined a program amid much 
cheering about going after the lazy and 
the cheaters. But this is an over- 
simplification as it applies to the heart of 
the program. 


Reagan would increase welfare 


benefits for the totally disabled, the 
blind and the elderly. He would require 
those who are able to work to train for 
jobs and, if they cannot find em- 
ployment, to take public service jobs in 
child care centers, playgrounds and 
parks. Social workers, says Reagan, 
should be judged not on how many cases 
they have on the welfare rolls but on how 
many persons they place in jobs. 


Interestingly enough, at the same 


time the Senate has approved on a 62 to 
10 vote the bill of Wisconsin Sen. Gaylord 
Nelson to finance up to 150,000 jobs for 
the unemployed in such fields as public 
health, education,-recreation, welfare, 
and police and fire protection.

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Chief Defends Rescue Squad for 'Doing the Same Thing

The Appleton. Fire Depart- 


ment formally entered the res- 
cue squad business in 1952 when 
it purchased a 1952 Ford station 
wagon and equipped it with a 
cot, a- portable pneolator and 
first aid gear. 


Before that, an inhalator was 


kept in the chiefs car, but first 
aid runs were rare and there 
was no way to convey stretcher 
patients. Inhalator runs in 1951 
numbered only 15, according to 
Fire Chief Roland Kuehnl. 


"We've been in the rescue 


squad -business a long time; 
we're just trying to update our 
equipment to make for a more 
efficient operation," Kuehnl said 
of his efforts to obtain a new 
van to replace a 1968 Interna- 
tional Travel-All. 


Appleton's two private ambu- 


lance operators complain that 
the fire department already is 


unfairly competing with them 
and that the purchase of the 
new and bigger vehicle would 
only put them at more of a 
disadvantage. 


Kuehnl doesn't deny that the 


rescue squad competes with 
private ambulance operators. 
"When you're doing the same 
thing someone else is doing, 
you're competing," he explain- 
ed. 


But Kuehnl and other fire 


department officials feel the 
rescue squad service "is some- 
thing the people of Appleton 
need and are entitled to." 


Kuehnl continued, "many 


things come up ;rhere people 
need' emergency service now, 
not later." 


He was referring to what he 


and other department officials 
see as the major advantage of 
the rescue squad over the 
private ambulance services — 


promptness of response time. 


Since firemen are on around- 


the-clock duty, it takes only 
•about 30 seconds to a minute to 
be on the road from No. 1 fire 
station after a rescue squad call 
is received, officials explained. 


Private ambulances are not 


manned 24 hours a day. As a 
rule, after a call is placed to an 
ambulance firm late at night, 
the attendants must first go to 
the garage where the ambu- 
lance is kept. Usually, however, 
the first-line attendants live 
only a short distance from the 
ambulance garage. 


Kuehnl said that under nor- 


mal c o n d i t i o n s , the rescue 
squad can get any place in the 
city within four minutes after 
the call. The arrival time will 
vary, however, with traffic and 
road c o n d i t i o n s and the 
presence of trains. 


An examination of 1970 rescue 


squad reports revealed that five- 
minute arrival times were not 
uncommon, especially for runs 
to the far southeast and south- 
west corners of Appleton. A run 
to the 2600 block of S. Harmon 
Street, for instance, took six 
minutes as did one to McKinley 
School, both on the southeast 
fringe of the city. 


How important is the length 


of response time? In the case of 
heart attack victims, the differ- 
ence between life or death could 
depend on how quickly breath- 
ing assistance, external heart 
massage or other first aid 
techniques are applied and how 
q u i c k l y more sophisticated 
treatment'is made available at 
a hospital, according to Capt. 
Fred Selig, fire department 
training officer.

Expected to be Reduced

BORDEAUX, France (AP) — 


A revolt fermenting in this fa- 
mous wine region promises to 
cut price tags inflated last year. 


The Medoc sector, 50 by 3 


miles, is one of several "name" 
areas in the region. A visit there 
shows the trend. 


At top-category Chateau Mar- 


gaux, owner Pierre Ginestet 
confesses: "We were pricing 
ourselves right out of the mar- 
ket." 


"Prices cannot be allowed to 


outrun the level of general liv- 
ing costs," he observes. 


Ginestet exports three-fourths 


of his wine. Like all fine Bor- 
deaux vintages, it is "laid 
down" for aging. A Chateau 
Margaux 1961 recently sold for 


$35 a bottle at a London auction. 
The 1970 crop is considered bet- 
ter than 1969, which was good. 
But the 1970 volume is far high- 
er than in 1969. 


Banking Rothschilds 


The season's first price-break- 


er was the Baron Philippe de 
Rothschild, whose Chateau Mou- 
ton-Rothschild lies a stone's 
throw 
from 
rival Chateau 


Rothschild-Lafite, owned by his 
first cousins, the banking Roths- 
childs. 


Baron Philippe placed the 


opening lot on the block at half 
last year's price. While that 
price might come up a bit dur- 
ing the season, the baron was 
aware' that for the 1S69 crop, 
which was in short supply, cer- 
tain big chateux played a wait- 


ing game to see who could get 
the highest price. 


The top figure of $13,500 per 


tonneau, 268 gallons, worked out 
to $11.25 per bottle. By the time 
it reached a New York restaur- 
ant it could be $30 to $40. 


Pricing Structure 


At Mouton-Rothschild, finance 


manager Rafael Heras ex- 
plained the pricing structure.

price." 


Heras hopes the middlemen 


will share this year's reduction 
with consumers. But some- 
times, according to Jean Theil, 
owner of the small Chateau 
Poujeaux, the m i d d l e m a n 
makes more than the producer. 
He said: "I offered my 1966 
Moulis-en-Medoc to a New York 
importer at nine francs ($1.62) a 
bottle, f.o.b. chateau. The shelf 
price in New York would have 
been $3.85. But he wanted to pay 
only $1.30, for the same shelf 
price. Something's wrong when 
he makes more than I do." 


Against Consumer 


In the long run, supply and 


demand seem to work against 


the consumer's purse". World- 
wide consumption • of quality 
wines should increase 25 per 
cent between 1965 and 1975, says 
the French government. 


American figures show that 


total wine' consumption last 
year was up 13 per cent from 
1969. 


The vintage chateaux around 


Bordeaux cannot increase pro- 
duction much. Chateau Mouton- 
Rothschild, for example, has 
been fully planted for eight 
years, and the industry's quality1 
control prevents expansion onto 
non approved land. 


"Every plot of soil capable of 


producing vintage wine is on a 
map," 
explained Jean-Marie 


Mas of the National Institute of 
Appellations of Origin. "We 


know the soil through genera- 
tions of trial and error. Wine 
quality starts with the soil. 


In Bordeaux, this means out- 


cropping of a fine gravel "so 
poor it hardly grows weeds." It 
lies in varying depths on a stone 
base. 


A Fine Tongue 


A good winetaster can deter- 


mine how much clay is in the 
gravel; clay gives a rich, pow- 
erful taste and gravel a "more 
perfumed, elegant" taste. He 
can tell if the base is limestone, 
which gives vigor and a high al- 
cohol content, or iron-rich con-, 
glomerate, which makes for 
softness. 


Part of Mas' job is quality con- 


trol. The institute makes sure

Bordeaux produces more wine 


Its maximum 
capacity is only 15-20 per cent 
more than today's production. 
At present, 272,000 acres are 
producing an average of 85 mil- 
lion gallons a year of "Appella- 
tion Controlee" wines, from 
first vintages to blends.

fungus under his toenails which 
troubles him. He doesn't want 
to see a doctor. I thought you 
could write something about 
fungus. Where it comes from, 
and what medication is avail- 
able. - D.W. 


Dr. Thosteson 


Fungus doesn't come from 


anywhere. It's just around — 
like germs, poison ivy. or the 
fungus you see growing on trees 
or damp wood. 


It's 
a growing thing. By 


accident, some of it gets carried 
to some place or other that 
provides a suitable environment 
for it, and it settles down and 
grows. 


Funguses, especially t h o s e 


which plague people, find the 
warm moisture of the feet a 
comfortable place to live. Com- 
fortable for the fungus; not so 
comfortable for the host. 


. 
Unquestionably a lot of us — 


all of us, for all I know — come 
in contact with such fungus 
spores from time to tune. Much 
of the time it doesn't get a good 
start, or it is scrubbed or 
scraped off before it has spread 
to the extent that we can notice 
it. There's a probability that 
some skins, for reasons not 
known, are not as inviting as 
others, so far as the fungus is 
concerned. 


Sometimes, d e p e n d i n g on 


chance and the particular type 
of fungus that is involved, the 
result of a fungus invasion is 
athlete's foot.

dermatologist who can use more 
powerful medications. 


When fungus establishes itself 


under the nails, in my experi- 
ence there isn't any home 
remedy that is going to solve 
the problem. You have no way 
of getting medication down in, 
where it can attack the fungus 
effectively. 


There are a couple of relative- 


ly new medications, both of 
which require prescriptions, and 
one which is taken internally 
and the other applied external- 
ly, that do a very good job of 
combatting such funguses — if 
they happen to be of suitable 
types. 


Again, nothing may seem to 


work except removing the nad 
surgically, so Uie bulk of the 
fungus can be removed and the 
remainder treated effectively 
with medication. 


Granted that it takes quite a 


while for a new toenail to grow, 
it's still a better prospect than 
having the fungus persist, and 
proliferate, and perhaps spread 
to other toes and other nails. 


Unfortunately, the only coun- 


sel I have for a person with 
such fungus who doesn't want to 
see a doctor is this: it's your 
choice. Either see your doctor, 
a podiatrist, or a dermatologist 
— or make up your mind to 
have the fungus stay with you.

Tranquilizers: 'Poison Valentines' 


Pott-Crescent Nwn Scrvlc* 


GREEN BAY — Tranquilizers 


are "poisoned valentines" for 
many of the people who-use 
them, a Marshfield' psychia- 
trist said here'Friday -at a 
Wisconsin Psychiatric Associa- 
tion symposium on drugs. 


Or, said Dr. William Hey- 


wood, ' tranquilizers can be 
likened to "taking out a long 
term, huge interest loan. You 
get all the fun out at first and 
you're years paying for it, and 
heavily, too." 


The psychiatrist spoke to 


some 200 mental health profes- 
sionals attending the symposium 
'on drug'treatment in mental 
illness at the Riverside Ball- 
room Friday "and Saturday. 


Dr. Heywood was referring to 


drugs listed under "antianxiety" 
medications-and including 
Equinil, Ldbrium, Valium, and 
Serax. The problem with them, 
he said, is that they "promote 
the idea that you can disengage 
yourself from social situations." 
On the contrary, when they 
•have to be withdrawn, "it is 
difficult," he said. 


He discussed use of drugs in 


general by psychiatrists trying 
to help then: patients. 


"In our desire to help people 


with drugs or pet solutions, we 
can get 
intov the game of 


making them more dependent 
or they can choose to use us to 
become more dependent," he 
said. 


He said .the approach at 


Marshfield Clinic is not that 
drugs are suspect or bad, as 
some professionals now suggest, 
"but that "we talk over with the 
patient what we're trying to 
accomplish with the drug."

Competition From Rescue Squad Hard to Avoid

The Appleton Fire Depart- 


ment formally entered the res- 
cue squad business in 1952 when 
it purchased a 1952 Ford station 
wagon and .equipped it with .a 
cot, a portable pneolator and 
first aid gear. 


Before that, an inhalator. was 


kept in the chief's car, but first 
aid runs were rare and there 
was no way to convey stretcher 
patients. Inhalator runs in 1951 
numbered only 15, according to 
Fire Chief Roland Kuehnl. 


"We've,been in the rescue 


squad business a long time; 
we're just trying to update our 


equipment to make for a more 
efficient operation," Kuehnl said 
of his efforts to obtain a new 
van to replace a 1968 Interna- 
tional Travel-All. 


Appleton's two private ambu- 


lance operators complain that 
the fire department already is- 
unfairly competing with them 
and that the purchase of "the 
new and bigger vehicle would 
only put them at more of a 
disadvantage. 


Kuehnl doesn't deny that the 


rescue squad competes with 
private ambulance operators. 
"\Vhen you're doing the same 
thing someone else is doing, 


you're competing," he explain- 
ed. 


But Kuehnl and other fire 


department officials feel the 
rescue squad service "is some- 
thing the people of Appleton 
need and are entitled to." 


Kuehnl continued, "many 


things come up where. people 
need emergency service now, 
not later." 


He was referring to what he 


and other department officials 
see as the major, advantage of 
the rescue squad over the 
private ambulance services — 
promptness of response time. 


Since firemen are on around- 


the-clock duty, it takes only 
about 30 seconds to a minute to 
be on the road from No. 1 fire 
station after a rescue squad call 
is received, officials explained. 


Private ambulances are not 


manned 24 hours a day. As a 
rule; after a call is placed to an 
ambulance firm late at night, 
the attendants must first go to 
the garage 'where the ambu- 
lance is kept Usually, however, 
the first-line attendants live 
only a short distance from the 
ambulance garage. 


Kuehnl said that under nor- 


mal c o n d i t i o n s , the rescue 
squad can get any place in the 


city within four minutes after 
the call. The arrival time will 
vary, however, with traffic and 
road c o n d i t i o n s and the 
presence of trains. 


An examination of 1970 rescue 


squad reports revealed that five- 
minute arrival times were not 
uncommon, especially for runs 
to the far southeast and south- 
west corners of Appleton. A run 
to the 2600 block of S. Harmon 
Street, for instance, took six 
minutes as did one to McKinley 
School, both on the southeast 
fringe of the city.
